An upcoming court case invol- 
ving interest on moving charges of 
$12 thousand led to a proposal last 
Wednesday to involve all town 
boards in a united effort to delve 
into the role of Wilmington’s town 
counsel The issue can be described 
as unclear, 

School committeeman Tony 
Acardi proposed the action after 
drawing attention to a suit being 
filed by the McLaughlin-May- 
flower Moving Co. from Nashua 
against the Wilmington Public 
Schools. 

The school system is being sued 
for $1,447.54 in back interest and 
$11.37 in court charges. The case is 
expected to come up at Woburn 
District Court on September 22, 

According to Accardi's version, 
the company had been hired by 
Building Superintendent Roy 
McClanahan to move printing 
equipment to the Swain School last 
August. By law, any job which 
costs over $4,000 should go out to 
bid. Since there was no bidding 
involved, the school committee, at

the behest of Shirley Callan, 
questioned whether it was legal to 
pay the $12,000 bill. They sought a 
decision from Town Counsel Alan 
Altman. it wasn’t until May 1986, 
seven months later, that Altman 
okayed the bill and it was finally 
paid. The interest that accrued was 
not. 

"I have a problem with seven 
months to make a decision; we 
consulted town counsel and it was 
left in limbo,” Accardi told the 
Town Crier in a later interview, 
adding "the problem is there are 
times when we have to have a legal 
counsel and we can't wait months.” 

Accardi explained that “every- 
thing has been so vague,” referring 
to just who Altman is supposed to 
represent under the town charter. 

"I don't want a situation of school 
committee against selectmen; I just 
want to clarify the role of town 
counsel," he explained, 

According to Town Manager 
Buzz Stapezynski, all boards except 
the school committee, which isn't 
under his jurisdiction, go through 
him to use the services of town

ganniversary, 

‘The most recent round in the belt fight concerned the release of 
the in-vehicle fatality figures for the first half of 1986 in 
Massachusetts. The figures indicated 220 deaths on the roadways 
for the first six months of the seat belt law, as compared to 200 
deaths over the same period in 1985. This naturally resulted in 
claims by the anti-seat belt law people that the legislation does not 
work, and that higher usage of seat belts has not decreased deaths on 
the roadways of Massachusetts, 

‘As much as I may not be thrilled by the mandatory seat-belt law, 
we have to provide you with some clarification. First, it is true that 
auto accident deaths increased by twenty, but it is also true that the 
amount of travelling has significantly increased due to the greatly 
diminished price of gas. According to the Aimerican Automobile 
Association, the average price of gasoline during the first six 
months of 1985 was $1.25 per gallon. Today, prices are 
significantly lower. This has led to a 2.5% increase in miles 
traveled, according to the Executive Office of Public Safety. 

At the same time there has been an 8% increase in the number of 
registered automobiles and a 4.5% increase in the number of 
licensed drivers.

The legal precedents which will inevitably come of this 
case are almost certain to be quoted in other suits and other 
communities. Quite a few specimens are lining the bay to watch 
this duel. 

The forces being joined for this battle are mighty indeed. The 
Massachusetts Civil Liberties Union brought the suit, claiming 
there is a problem with the separation of church and state since 
many of the schools are parochial ones. The town of Tewksbury 
has been named as the defendant in the suit, with Town Counsel 
Charles Zaroulis handling the defense for the town. Other 
defendants may be added later on. 

Arguments are being made about everything from improper 
town meeting votes to the financial status of the town to 
receiving value fair for school taxes paid. All sides seem to have 
valid arguments, and that is why the courts have to decide 
private school busing. 

But the legal issue to be decided is the use of public funds, not 
the transportation of children. Whether or not the town puts up 
the money those youngsters have to get to school, wherever that 
may be.

A privately constructed sewer, 
for several Ballardyale Street 
‘industries, began operating as a 
part of the Wilmington sewer sys- 
tem on August 8th. In a way the 
event marks a conerstone for Wil- 
mington, the connection of a large 
private sewer Sygtem to the town 
sewers, > 

The connection at this time is 
temporary. There will have to be a 
full year of operation before the 
sewer will be accepted by the town, 

Ballardvale Street, northerly of 
Route 125, is a portion of Wil- 
mington which has seen many 
changes in the past few years. Near- 
ly two miles long (9600 feet), the 
easterly side is lined with industrial 
sites, excepting that of the Wil- 
mington Sons of Italy Hall. The 
westerly side is also lined with 
industrial sites. The last 3600 feet 
on the westerly side, heavily 
industrial, is a part of Andover. 
‘There the town line and the street 
coincide closely. 

About $800 thousand, state 
money, was spent to improve the 
street in the past two years, 

The sewer system, about two- 
thirds complete, will cost a group 
of private developers about $1.7 
millions. 

Parts of Ballardvale Street have 
had industrial firms for years. The 
Charles River Laboratories, found- 
ed by Dr. Henry Foster,have been 
on Ballardvale Street for about 30 
years, Compugraphic Corporation 
has several buildings, some dating

CHANGES IN 
PENSIONS Foreseen 


Several important changes in the 


way pensions are handled may 
come about as a result of tax 
reform. The Senate proposals were 
designed to widen the availability 
of pension benefits. 

Most basic in the Senate proposal 
was the shortening, from 10 years 
to 5, of the maximum vesting 
period (the length of time an 
employee must work before being 
entitled to a pension). This was 
written in order to be particularly 
beneficial to those entering the 
work force, especially women. 

Another aspect of pension 
proposals was to limit the use of 
"integration formulas" which can 
limit pensions by as much as half of 
a worker's Social Security 
payments. That aspect was designed
